To Earl G. Boynton, a Constable of the Town of Washington, 
within and for the County of Knox, 


GREETING: 
In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the said town of Washington, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the Town 
Hall in said Washington on the twentieth day of March, A. D. 


1933, at 10 o'clock in the forenoon to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


Art. t. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear and act on the reports of the selectmen and 
other town officers. 


Art. 4. To choose a board of three selectmen, assessors and 
overseers of the poor, also a town treasurer, a collector of taxes, 
two road commissioners, one member of the school committee 
for a term of three years, constables, sexton and other necessary 
town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see what sums of money the town will vote to raise 
~ by taxation and appropriate for the following purposes: 
Support of common schools, 

b. Support of high school. 
cc. Purchase of textbooks and supplies.

e. Interest on Daggett school fund.

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on the 
question of appropriating and raising money necessary to entitle 
the town to State Aid, as provided in Section 19 of Chapter 25 
of the Revised Statutes of 1916, or any amendment by the 1933 
Legislature. 


Art. 7. To see what sum if any the town will vote to raise in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 154, P. L. 1917 as 
amended by Chapter 157 of the Public Laws of 1919, or amended 
by the 1933 Legislature for the construction of a State Highway 
extending from the Union Town line, to Washington Village, 
thence over Route No. 220 to Route No. 101, thence over Route 
No. 101 to West Washington, thence northerly over third class 
road to Worthing’s Corner, so-called. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate and raise for construction of state aid road. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the assessors 
to rescind any amounts appropriated by the town for State Aid 
Highway construction in excess of the amount required to meet 
State apportionments. 


Art. 10. To see what sum, if any, the town would recommend 
to take from the joint state aid account for the purpose of apply- 
ing bituminous surface treatment to state aid roads build within 
the past five years in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 


271 ee lated, 


Art. 11. To see if the sum of $38.00, or more, will be raised 
for school nursing in the town of Washington, under the 
auspices of the Bureau of Health of the State Department of 
Health and Welfare. 


As the amount of appropriation increases, the length of service 
will be greater. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” in fur- 
nishing bonds for Town Treasurer and Collector of Taxes. 
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Art. 13. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for purchasing bonds for Treasurer and Collector. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” in pro- 
viding street lights for Washington Village and Stickney’s 
Corner. 


Art. 15. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for street lights for Washington and Stickney’s Corner. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” in pur- 
chasing more snow fence for said town. 


Art. 17. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to purchase snow fence. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” in pur- 
chasing one or more snow plows. 


Art. 19. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to purchase snow plows. 


Art. 20. To see. if the town will vote to accept the list of 
jurors, as revised by the selectmen, treasurer, and clerk. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to discontinue a part of 
Cramer Lane so-called from the corner by the residence of 
Clarence Cramer, easterly to Route No. tot. 


Art. 22. To see what wages the town will vote to pay men, 
teams and trucks, per day on the highways, also the municipal 
officers, and road commissioners. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to authorize and em- 
power the town treasurer to borrow on the faith and credit of 
the town from time to time such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary for the payment of town charges and to give the notes of 
the town for such sums to be paid during the current municipal 
year, such notes to be countersigned and recorded by the select- 
men. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to instruct the school 
committee to re-open the McDowell school so-called, or what 
action it will take thereof. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to state some specified 
time that real estate taxes shall become due, or what action it 
will take thereof. 


Art. 26. To act on anything else that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting. 


The selectmen will be in session at the Town Hall on the 
morning of said meeting at 9 o’clock for the purpose of correct- 
ing the list of voters. 


Hereof fail not and make due return of this warrant and your 
doings thereon.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
town of Washington: 


I herewith respectfully submit my annual report of the 
schools of your town. 

The school population in the town of Washington has in- 
creased between thirty and fifty percent during the past municipal 
year which meant an added burden on the school department 
financially. An extra teacher had to be employed, more con- 
veyance furnished and more textbooks and supplies. 

You can interrupt the building of a road and go back to it 
later, but if you interrupt the decent care of a child you can by 
no means go on where you left off. A child can not grow up twice. 

Our children and young people follow the old worn way to 
the schoolhouse. There they must find at least the opportunities 
offered so freely to their predecessors. If there must be a choice 
build a schoolhouse, and leave a road unbuilt. We must have 
education; it is America’s boast. While other things are crumb- 
ling, our schools must be maintained. 

If schools are a blessing in good times, they are an imperative 
necessity in bad times. They safeguard the health of the child; 
they fortify the home, they give hope and encouragement to the 
citizens who are victims of misfortune but who can take satis- 
faction that their children are cared for. The schools are our- 
selves working together in the education of our children. When 
times are hard we need to make that education better — to take 
more seriously our common task of preparing the young for life. 
Let us preserve and improve our schools. Let us keep the chil- 
dren first. 

The chemical toilets at the Razorville school are very un- 
sanitary and unsatisfactory. Something must be done to remedy 
this situation next year. The Razorville building also needs 
shingling. The chimney at the village needs to be repaired and 
the roof of the assistant’s room at the high school building needs 
repairing. 

The pupils of the town of Washington are fortunate in re- 
ceiving two extra weeks schooling from the State Equalization 
Fund. This should give the pupils a better chance to complete 
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their work in the various grades, and give the teachers an oppor- 
tunity to bring more work before the pupils. 
In conclusion I wish to state that I appreciate the cooperation 
of the School Committee, the untiring efforts on the part of the 
teachers, and the cooperation of other citizens of the town.
